The Centre Celebrates 
Seven Successful Years - June 20,71

June 20, 1971 is the seventh an¬ 
niversary of the formal opening of 
the Scandinavian Centre, June 20, 
1964. 

It was a great day, for it was 
the climax of eleven years of de¬ 
dicated work by many Scandina¬ 
vians. A dream had come true, a 
beautiful centre had been erected; 
it was the first step, a good be¬ 
ginning. 

After seven years, it is time to 
take a good look at our accomp¬ 
lishments. How well have we ful¬ 
filled the objective of a truly cul¬ 
tural Centre, where the Edmonton 
community can come and enjoy 
the music, the food and the spirit 
of Scandinavia? 

Some attempt has been made by 
the five associated clubs to develop 
cultural activities. There have been 
language classes, folk dancing and 
choirs. This is encouraging, but I 
think we must all agree that much 
more could be done. 

The Smorgasbord is of Scandin¬ 
avian origin, and the Centre should 
be the place where you could take 
your family for the real Smorgas¬ 
bord — the best in the city of Ed¬ 
monton. The music of Scandinavia

should fill the Scandinavian Centre 
at all times. Much more could be 
done in decore. The idea of a salon 
for each of the Scandinavian coun¬ 
tries should be followed through, 
but before we consider any expan¬ 
sion of the Centre, we must make 
better use of the present facilities.

Multi-Culturism For Alberta 


A major cultural policy that will 
aim at giving “concrete expression 
to the philosophy of multi-cultural- 
ism” is being prepared for Alberta, 
Premier Strom said recently. 

He said the policy will be de¬ 
veloped by a task force, the ob¬ 
jectives and organizations of which 
will be determined after con¬ 
sultation with representatives of all 
ethnic groups at a special confer¬ 
ence to be held “in a few months.” 

At the present time, a position 
paper, upon which the conference 
will focus, is being prepared, the 
premier said. 

The policy will be formulated 
under the new department of youth, 
culture, and recreation. 

Premier Strom said the policy 
and Bill 95, an amendment to the 
School Act, now before the legisla¬ 
ture which includes “a provision for 
equal rights of all languages with 
French,” represent “concrete steps 
being taken by the government to 


fulfil its pledge of creating a unity 
of diversity.” 

If Bill 95 is approved, the Premier 
said, any school board will be able 
to authorize all or any of its schools 
to implement instruction in a lan¬ 
guage, other than English, for part 
of the school day. 

For Grades 1 and 2 the course 
could take all but one hour of the 
day. And for Grades 3 through 12, 
it could be as much as one-half of 
the day. There will be provision, 
however, for more instruction in 
English for those whose parents re¬ 
quest it. 

Mr. Strom went on to list “the 
kind of things we have in mind” 
for inclusion into the new cultural 
policy: 

“We could allocate money to one 
or more universities to develop an 
interdisciplinary centre for the study 
of the history of various ethnic 
groups in Canada — particularly in

Finnish Ambassador 
Probable U Thant 
Successor 

The front-runner for the secre¬ 
tary-generalship of the United Na¬ 
tions — should U Thant not serve 
a third term — declared that there 
was a “real possibility” of mainland 
China being seated in the UN this 
year. 

Max Jakobson, the 47-year-old 
F inni sh ambassador and an out¬ 
standing UN diplomat, is being 
pushed by his Scandinavian country 
to become the world’s number one 
civil servant — thus underscoring 
Finland’s traditional international 
neutrality. 

“Naturally, the entry of Peking 
will mean a period of adjustment 
. . . but it will be an adjustment 
to reality,” he told the United Na¬ 
tions Correspondents’ Association. 

And he added: “The sooner it 
comes, the better, if we want to 
have the UN as a real centre for 
dealing with questions of war and 
peace.” 

“If the People’s Republic of 
China is seated in the United Na¬ 
tions, and if the two German states 
are admitted as new members at 
the end of the process of reconcilia¬ 
tion now going on, then for the 
first time the UN can be a real 
centre for all questions of interna¬ 
tional peace and security,” he de¬ 
clared. 

On the question of how his Jew¬ 
ish faith might affect him, the Scan¬ 
dinavian diplomat observed: “It may 
be said that the secretary-general 
should be a person of no religion, 
no race, no political connection or 
traditions — a man who casts ho 
shadow — but I wonder if it is 
possible to find such a person.” 

The envoy said that he had serv¬ 
ed the Finnish government for 20 
years in various posts — some of 
which might he considered sensi¬ 
tive.

City on The Water 
Is A Delight For 
Sightseers To The 
Swedish Capital 

New ferry routes and expanded 
sightseeing boat services are en¬ 
abling Stockholm to fully live up 
to its reputation as the “Venice of 
the North” and the “City that 
Floats on Water”, as Swedish au¬ 
thoress Selma Lagerlof put it. 

Boat trips are the best way to 
explore this water-bound city which 
is built on 12 islands, and also its 
beautiful environs, including lovely 
Lake Malaren and the Stockholm 
Archipelago stretching far out into 
the Baltic Sea. 

The water routes go under many 
of Stokholm’s 40 bridges, sweep 
through narrow channels and can¬ 
als, and move past factories, apart¬ 
ment houses, boulevards, castles 
and parks. They range from 10- 
minute ferry trips to all-day excur¬ 
sions to historic and scenic points 
of interest far from the city. 

The oldest ferry route is between 
the Old Town, a crowded island 
of cobbled streets and ancient 
houses, where Stockholm was born 
more than 700 years ago, and the 
Deer Park, a largely unspoiled is¬ 
land of natural beauty. 

The Deer Parle ferry terminus 
puts one within a few minutes 
walking distance of three of Stock¬ 
holm’s prime summer attractions. 
Skansen, a remarkable open-air mu¬ 
seum with old houses, workshops, 
stores, etc., gathered from differ¬ 
ent parts of Sweden, as well as a 
zoo featuring mostly northern an¬ 
imals. 

Then there is the 17th century 
Warship Wasa, being restored in 
a special floating museum after 
spending more than 300 years in 
the bottom of the Stockholm har¬ 
bour; and the lively Grona Lund 
Amusement Park, with its outdoor 
stage where famous international 
artists perform. 

Fascinating sightseeing boat 
tours, with multi-lingual guides who 
describe the principal sights, de¬ 
part regularly from both Nybrovi- 
ken and the quay below the im¬ 
posing statue of King Charles XII 
beside the Royal Opera House. 

These sea-view “under the 
bridges” trips last from one to two 
hours, the shorter tour swinging 
around the shores of the Deer Park, 
and the longer one also taking in 
part of Lake Malaren and Stock¬ 
holm harbour. 

The Stockholm Archipelago, with 
more than 20,000 islands and sker¬ 
ries extending for 30 miles into the 
Baltic, is the destination of many 
exciting boat excursions leaving 
from different parts of the city, in¬ 
cluding the busy quay near the 
Grand Hotel. 

Thousands of sailboats and mo¬ 
torboats can be seen threading 
their way through this island par¬ 
adise which is Stockholm’s most 
popular summer playground. The 
visitor can make the trip on mo¬ 
dem motor launches or the few 
slower, but picturesque,' white 
steamers that still remain in ser¬ 
vice. 

Major goals in the archipelago 
include the fortress island of Wax- 
holm, only a n hour away from 
Stockholm, and the more-distant 
Sandhamn, home of the fashion¬ 
able Royal Swedish Yacht Club 
and scene of an annual interna¬ 
tional regatta held in July. 

The Sandhamn Express takes 
about 3'/ 2 horns, weaving through 
hundreds o f tiny islands to the 
fringe of the Baltic. Refreshments 
are available on board, but the 
round trip leaves plenty of time 
for lunch at the Yacht Club, a 
stroll through the rustic village 
and, perhaps, even a swim. 

A number of eminently worth¬ 
while boat excursions can also be 
made to historic sights on scenic 
Lake Malaren. One such is to Drot- 
tningholm Palace, with its mag¬ 


nificent, Versailles-like gardens, and 
unique 18th century Court Theater 
where operas and ballets are given 
during the summer months. 

Impressive Gripsholm Castle, 
built by King Gustav Vasa in the 
16th century, and Skokloster Cas¬ 
tle, which boasts one of the world’s 
most extensive weapons collections, 
are among other Lake Malaren 
goals. 

Motor launches and steamers 
departing for Drottningholm and 
Gripsholm can be boarded at quays 
next to Stockholm Town Hall, and 
the Skokloster boat leaves from the 
Old Town. 

The “slow boat” to Drottning¬ 
holm takes about an hour, enough 
time to enjoy lunch or dinner on 
board. The steamer “Drottning¬ 
holm” is a museum piece, built 62 
years ago, with cabins and salons 
carefully restored and a kitchen of¬ 
fering traditional hearty Swedish 
homecooking. 

The “Drottningholm” makes 
about five round trips a day with 
extra cruises timed to bring theater¬ 
goers to and from performances at 
the Court Theater. Passengers can 
have a typical first course of her¬ 
ring and cheese before the show 
and a main course, dessert and 
coffee on the return trip. The boat 
also has an excellent wine cellar. 

Visitors who wish to explore the 
waterways of Stockholm and its 
environs on their own can inquire 
about rentals at any leading travel 
agency in town.

Alberta — and to investigate means 
for perpetuating the mosaic (as op¬ 
posed to the melting pot) pattern 
of multiculturalism in this society. 

“We could allocate funds to de¬ 
velop textbooks and other media so 
that we can present to students 
wishing to study their heritage a 
full range of materials with which 
to do this. 

“We could allocate funds to the 
production of texts, films, . . . which 
deal with diverse subject matter 
which is to be taught in German, 
Gree, French or Ukrainian, so that 
students learn their language by 
applying it to substantive areas. 

“Curriculum materials on geogra¬ 
phy, history, the social sciences — 
for that matter, natural sciences and 
mathematics — could all be prod¬ 
uced in other languages. 

“In this way language would be 
seen by students as indeed ‘living’, 
and not a collection of rules of 
grammar, or something which one’s 
parents have forced one to study 
because it is a nice idea to keep up 
the language.” 

The premier also suggested that 
more extensive aid could be given 
to different ethnic groups to develop 
their own projects . . . “from an In¬ 
dian cultural centre reflecting in 
its very architecture the great unity 
of diversity among the various In¬ 
dians tribes and bands, to the idea 
of a Ukrainian pioneer village. 

“How about developing a travel¬ 
ling display of handicrafts of various 
ethnic groups, or an annual multi¬ 
culture fair?” 

The government is inviting other 
suggestions be submitted to the 
task force.

Summer Course at 
Folk High School 

Short Summer Courses in Scan¬ 
dinavia 1971 features 1-2 week 
courses in Denmark (July 18-25), 
Norway (July 27 August 7) and 
Sweden (August 8-21). The ten-day 
course in Norway will take place 
at Ringerike Folk High School near 
H-nefoss, a modem school with an 
indoor swimming pool. The theme 
of the course will be Social De¬ 
velopment and Cultural Change, 
with special attention to the follow¬ 
ing:

Norway in a Nutshell 

Government 

Norway is a constitutional mon 
archy. The Constitution of 1814, in¬ 
spired by the ideals of the American 
and French constitutions, provides 
for separation of powers. 

Executive power is vested in the 
King, who exercises his power 
through a Cabinet, headed by a 
Prime Minister. Legislative power 
is vested in the 150-member Storting 
(Parliament), elected by proportional 
representation every four years. 
Judiciary power is centered in the 
Supreme Court, whose rulings are 
final. 

The Storting-appointed Ombuds- 
mann seeks to protect citizens 
against unjust or arbitrary treatment 
by Government civil servants. 

Norway is a charter member of 
the United Nations, the North At¬ 
lantic Treaty Organization, the 
Council of Europe, the European 
Free Trade Association (EFTA), and 
the Organization for Economic Co¬ 
operation and Development. It also 
participates in the consultative Nor¬ 
dic Council. 

Geography 

Norway occupies the northwestern 
part of the Scandinavian Peninsula 
in northern Europe, facing the At¬ 
lantic Ocean to the west. The coun¬ 
try is 1,100 miles at its longest, 
from 4 to 270 miles wide, and 
nearly half its length lies north of 
the Arctic Circle. The northern¬ 
most point, near the North Cape, 
lies as far north as Point Barrow on 
Alaska’s north coast, while Lindes- 
nes, in the southern end, is on about 
the same latitude as Juneau, Alaska. 
The distance between the North 
Cape and Lindesnes is the same as 
Washington, D.C.-Miami, or Seattle- 
Los Angeles. 

The long, coastline is cut by deep 
fjords (the Sognefjord penetrates 114 
miles inland), with more than 150,- 
000 islands scattered along the 
coast. Only 4 percent of the total 
area is arable land; 24 percent is 
covered by forests, while mountains, 
lakes, marshes, wasteland and gla¬ 
ciers make up the remaining 72 
percent. Glittertind, rising to 8,102 
feet, is the highest mountain in Eu¬ 
rope north of the Alps. 

The Gulf Stream, carrying warm 
water from the tropics, gives Nor¬ 
way a much warmer climate than 
should be expected so far north. In 
coastal districts the temperature 
varies from an average of 27 de¬ 
grees Fahrenheit in January to 61 
degrees in July, as compared with 
31.7 degrees F. and 74.4 degrees 
F., respectively, in the State of New 
York. Oslo and East Norway have 
summer temperatures up to 90 de¬ 
grees F. During the winter, most 
harbors are ice-free. 

Of the nearly 1,600 mile long land 
frontier, 1,020 miles adjoin Sweden, 
445 miles Finland, and 122 miles 


the Soviet Union. With its 125,064 
square miles. Norway has Europe’s 
fifth largest land area. The popula¬ 
tion is less than four million, making 
Norway the most sparsely populated 
counrty in Europe. 

The Svalbard Archipelago in the 
Arctic Ocean was placed under Nor¬ 
wegian sovereignty in 1920. The 
main natural resource here is bitu¬ 
minous coal, of which Norway mines 
some 450,000 tons annually. 
Economy 

A lack of natural resorces early 
made Norwegians turn to the sea 
for a living. Today Europe’s largest 
fisheries take place off the coast of 
Norway, and fresh, frozen or canned 
fish brought ashore by Norwegian 
vessels is sold all over the world, 
accounting for an important part of 
Norway’s foreign earnings. The 
country’s long traditions in seafaring 
has helped develop the merchant 
marine into the fourth largest in the 
world. The income from the 19 
million ton fleet helps keep the eco¬ 
nomy healthy. Norwegian ship yards 
are the main suppliers of vessels to 
Norwegian owners, delivering super¬ 
tankers of up to 300,000 tons d.w. 

Numerous rivers and waterfalls 
provide an abundance of low-cost 
electricity, which has helped trans¬ 
form Norway into a modern in¬ 
dustrial society. Important chemical 
and metallurgical industries estab¬ 
lished on the basis of cheap elec¬ 
tricity now produce some of Nor¬ 
way’s largest export articles, such 
as aluminum, ferro-alloys and fer¬ 
tilizer. Hydro-electric plants also 
power large wood processing fac¬ 
tories, utilizing timber from Norwe¬ 
gian forests as well as raw materials 
from as far away as Brazil. 

About 92 percent of all Norwe¬ 
gian industrial companies are pri¬ 
vately owned; 3.5 percent, mostly 
public utilities, are owned by the 
State and the municipalities, and a 
little over 4 percent by cooperatives. 

Farming and forestry occupy less 
than 15 percent of the working 
population, while 35 percent are 
engaged in the manufacturing in¬ 
dustries. Only 2 percent are full¬ 
time fishermen, and less than 5 per¬ 
cent are engaged in sea transporta¬ 
tion. 

Recent discoveries of oil in the 
Norwegian sector of the North Sea 
may significantly contribute to the 
progress of the Norwegian economy. 
Private companies have made sub¬ 
stantial investments in oil explora¬ 
tion efforts, and the State will have 
a new source of income once pro¬ 
duction of the North Sea oil gets 
under way. 

Norway is a founding member of 
EFTA, formed in 1960. Now, one 
decade later, negotiations are under 
way for Norwegian membership in 
an expanded European Common 
Market.

THE FINNISH 
SAUNA IS 
AUTHENTIC 

The Finnish variation of steam 
bathing called the “SAUNA” has. 
of course, its own history. 

There is convincing evidence in 
ancient Finnish folklore, anthropol¬ 
ogical studies of Finnish people and 
written accounts of steam bathing, 
that the Sauna has played a de¬ 
cisive part in Finnish history for 
perhaps 2,000 years. 

Such a firmly established and 
deeply footed social custom would 
indicate that it was in Finland 
where the Sauna type of bathing 
had its start and from there it 
spread to other civilizations. Liter¬ 
ally the entire population of Fin¬ 
land, an estimated 4Vz million peo¬ 
ple, take a weekly or semi-weekly 
bath in over 600,000 commercial 
and privately owned Sauna baths 
throughout the country. Hotels, 
apartment houses, clubs, athletic 
associations, hospitals and schools 
all have their individual Sauna. 

The Sauna was first introduced 
to the North Anierican continent by 
Finnish immigrants in the early part 
of the 16th century, and judging by 
its present trend of popularity, is 
destined to become an integral part 
of our society.

Copenhagen's Circus 
Adds To Summer Fun 

Scandinavia is a facinating place 
to bring the children to the realm 
of Hans Christian Andersen, Co¬ 
penhagen’s famed Tivoli pleasure 
gardens, Oslo’s Viking ships and 
Kon-Tiki raft, or Stockholm’s an¬ 
cient Wasa warship. 

And, in summer, there’s always 
the circus to captivate the minds of 
young and old alike. 

Back in 1886 the Danish King 
granted privileges to an itinerant 
German showman named Benne- 
weis and his troup of four per¬ 
formers to show their arts and an¬ 
tics within the kingdom of Den¬ 
mark. Then 85 years ago a Circus 
Palace wes completed near Tivoli, 
seating some 2,000 people and 
setting the stage for grandiose pro¬ 
ductions. 

From the outset the Benneweis 
Circus was hardly a major show; 
its handful of artists doubled and 
tripled as musicians, dancers come¬ 
dians and clowns. A team of trained 
dogs rounded out the troupe. 

The spectacle moved around like 
a classical “commedia dell’arte” 
company, from town to town and 
farm to farm. The main attraction 
was Benneweis himself, a hunch¬ 
back who captured the fancy of 
the countryside with his song and 
dance routines. 

Last year the Benneweis ensem¬ 
ble, now a company of 300, moved 
into Copenhagen’s Circus Palace 
on a permanent basis and will hold 
forth again this year with 40 mag¬ 
nificent horses and scores of other 
animals from elephants and camels 
to zebras and llamas. 

The fourth generation of the Ben¬ 
neweis family — Diana Benneweis 
and her husband Claus Jespersen — 
run the show and are already 
breaking in the fifth generation. 
Circus business tends to remain in 
the family, as it does the world 
over. 

“It has to be that way,” main¬ 
tains Jespersen. “Circus is a tricky 
business. Everything depends on 
everyone sticking together for in¬ 
spiration and to turn aspirations into 
reality.”
